Struck Without Warning, 


Striking from 
the 
southwest 


without warning,

and a half long in a direct north- 
easterly path.

trees of proven varieties, he says. 
The wood can be used at once, 
or packed in damp sawdust or 
shavings and held for 
several 


weeks If kept at a temperature 
of 40 degrees. 
Bud wood cut during the win- 


ter season while the trees were 
dormant must be placed In a 
warm place for four to six days 
to get the buds to peel readily 
from the bud sticks. A tempera- 
ture of from 80 to 85 degrees is 
ideal for seasoning. 
As soon as the buds will slip 


freely, they may b« used, or If Is 
desired to keep the bud sticks 
for future use, they should be 
placed In cold storage at a tem- 
perature of from 45 to 60 degrees 
where they may be held for sev- 
eral weeks, ready for 
budding 


without further seasoning.

FOR COTTON MAY BE 


RECOGNIZED SOON 


COLLEGE STATION, April 17. 


— (Spl.)— There 
is 
a 
possibility 
that a third classification 
for 


cotton, that of spinning quality 
or "character," will soon be rec- 
ognized, F. E. Llchte, cotton gin- 
ning specialist of the Texas A. 
and M. College, believes. 


"We already have two classifi- 


cations, grade and staple," he 
pointed out. "These give us a ba- 
sis 'for fixing a price 
on 
the 


length and condition of the staple, 
but don't tell us much about the 
characteristics 
of the 
lint, and 
that Is something In which the 
spinner Is very much Interested." 


The specialist explained 


various varieties of cotton 


that 
are 


characterized by hard, soft, silky 
lint of different strength and In 
some cases by what the 
trade 


calls "I. W. W."— or "Irregular, 
weak, and wasty" lint. 
These 
characteristics, while peculiar to 
the different varieties, are 
also 


Influenced to some extent by the] 
soil and climatic conditions. 
'If we are to hope to hold or 


regain our foreign markets for 
cotton, we've got to think 
not 


only of quality cotton from the 
standpoint of uniformity and Inch 
or better staple, but 
also 
of 
these spinning qualities," he said. 
He advised groups to consider 
this "third 
classification" when 


selecting variety for one variety 
bolcks.

Hitler And Mussolini 
Urged To Assure Peace 
For Period Ten Years 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—W—President Roose- 


velt has urged Chancellor Hitler and Premier Mussolini 
to assure peace for a period of at least 10 years. 


The chief executive disclosed at an unusual Saturday 


press .conference that he had transmitted messages to 
Hitler and Mussolini offering to act as "an intermedi- 
ary" in communicating any offers for peace by Ger- 
many and Italy to other nations. 


The president asked specifically whether Hitler and 


Mussolini were willing to give assurance their armed 
forces would not attack a score of now-independent 
nations. 


"Such an assurance clearly must apply not only to 


the present day," Mr. Roosevelt's, message said, "but 
also to a future sufficiently long to give every opportu- 
nity to work by peaceful methods for a more perman- 
ent peace.

It is a familiar idea that 


this period of business and 
labor 
stagnation 
differs 


from earlier ones in 
the 


lack of geographical "fron- 
tiers" to absorb idle work- 
ers. 
The 
unemployed, in 


general, have to stay where 
they are and get along as 
best they can. 


On the whole they get 


along worse than people 
used to in "hard times," be- 
cause our .whole way of life 
is less flexible. It is more 
difficult to find any kind 
of work. Fewer people own 
their homes. When savings 
are used up, as the savings 
of many millions of work- 
ers have been, far of toner 
than formerly there is no 
recourse except public char- 
ity. The main burden then 
falls upon public treasuries 
—local, state and federal. 


Thus the nation consid- 


ered by others as the most 
fortunate 
of 
all 
grows 


steadily poorer instead of 
richer. How long can this 
last? And how long can 
cur institutions last, unless 
people—both wage - work 
ers and salaried 
workers 


—return to normal work 
at normal pay? 


Many observers are say> 


ing that the way to get 
them' back to work is to put 
money to work. And the 
banks are bulging with un- 
used money. 


It is natural, as matters 


stand, for the owners of the 
money to hesitate 
about 


risking it in business enter- 
prise. But some economists 
say that if they don't use 
their capital soon, in large 
volume, they may lose it 
through general 
business 


collapse. 


The salvation of private 


capital consists in keeping 
capital at work, and it may 
be better to have

Perhaps there never was a 
time when it was so hard 
for a business man or an 
investor or a banker 
to 


know what to do. But the 
result of such general fear 
and passiveness is a de-

unemploy- 


ment, shrinks available cap- 
ital and seriously threatens 
stagnation, and our Ameri- 
can capitalism 
might 
be 


our free capitalist system 


A few more years of this

New Land, a New Day," Dr. Smith 
outlined progress during the last
